PREAMBLE: From Aug 49 to 15 Oct 49 SOURCE worked as a general laborer in the 
building combine K. P. P. DOK. in DNEPROPETROVSK (48/27 N = 34/59 E) from 1800 
hours until 0200 hours. At the beginning of Oct 49 he observed the following: 


Reference is made to inclosure #1, this report, a memory sketch of missiles 
observed flying near DNEPROPETROVSK, on which SOURCE was able to give details 
on the following: 

Point #1: BODY. From the distance SOURCE saw the body, it appeared to be a 
large disk, the center of which was almost black, It became red towards the 
outer edge, but the edge itself appeared to be white hot, 


Point #2: FLAMING ARCH. A flaming arch was observed on top of the disk, but the 
upper edge of the body could still be seen, 


Point #3: SPARKS. Sparks emerged from the edge of the disk, white hot, with 
a tail similar to the one of a falling star, 


SOURCE observed these missiles 4 nights between 0000 hours and 0200 hours, 
describing a wide arch on the wouthern perimeter, from East to West, The 
distance or height was not known to SOURCE, The missile was seen 1 to 1+ 
minutes, each time. SOURCE heard no noises whatsoever and stated that the 
same observations were made by other PWs. To confirm his statement he gave 
the address of a fellow PW in AACHEN (50/47 N = 06/17 E) who made the same 
observations from another location, but during the seme nights. 
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The Source, . . while interned in F. camp 786% 0 A, was 
working as a handyman in an suto renair shon at loscov (55/45 N = 37/35 €). 


Reference is made to inclosure 1, this renort, a memory sketch of an 
unknown flying obiect which wis observed by Source while he ves internec ii 
cann "7864/10 A at iioscow. Source observed the object on tum occasions. 
first tire, he wor ed at a narshalline yard where he unloaded construction 
material fron freight cars, ninvointei as ont I, inclosure I, renort 


The second tine, he saw the object from his nlece of wors at TS AZLOVO on nor- 
thern outskirts of Moscow, when he worked as a hanéymen on thc construction of 

an anartrent building, ninvointed as noint . 8, inclosure 1, report (8.827 à. 

The area over which the object was seen is ninnointed ss noint , inclosure 1, 
renort “6-827 4, which was restricted to the best of Source's memory. Source 

could not give a descrivtion of the area as he was too far away from it, both 

times the object was seen above the sane site. lhe attention of the / s at 

work was attracted to the object when suddenly a fellow P exclaimed: "Look, 

what is that over there in the sky." When looking in the direction in which 

the PW vas nointing, Source got sight of an unknown flying object which he had never 
seen, and of which he had never heard before. ‘he Russian workers vere as sur- 
prised as the German 2ls and discussed what it could be, they could not find 

an answer to it, and were of the opinion thet it was something new and that it 

had nothing to do with a meteorological station. As there was no advertising in 
Russia, it was impossible that it was something of that kind, especially as the 
strange arrangement of the parts of this object would not have been of any sense 

for advertising. Source stated that there were cumulus clouds in the sky the 

first time he saw the object. He estimated that the object had an altitude of 


about 5,000 meters, judging from its distance from the surface of the earth and 
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from the clouds. Later on he admitted that his estimation may not have been 
accurate and that it may have been only 2,000 meters as it was hard for him 

to estimate that, “he : econd tine he saw the object, the say wis not overcast, 
Merely a few clouds were to be seen in the blue sky. lie estimated that the 
flying object may have been about 5,000 to 3,000 meters away from his voint 

of observation. Source described the object es Leing one vertical rod above 
which five soherical items were erranced in the way as is shown on inclosure 

1, this report, nersnective and too view. From his point of observation tne 
flying rod had the size of a pencil but may have been about 10 meters lonr and 

30 centimeters in diameter if the distance to the object is taken into congiderge 
tion, In comparison with the diameter of the rod, the soherical items had a 
diameter of about three times the diameter of the roc, namely about 90 to 100 
centimeters. The soherical items and the rod seemed to have been nainted all 
white, lhe items may have been balloons, but Source could not claim that, 

Source stated that he saw no antennae or anything else cone out of one of the 
items, Four of the soherical items were symmetrically arranged about five meters 
above the rod in a souare, while one spherical item was further away from the 

rod, Estimated distances shown in the inciosure should not be relied uvon as 
they were estimated in relation to the size of the flying items, 

On both occasions the object remained motionless for about 10 minutes. 
Suddenly it moved away and could be seen by source only for about 10 to 15 
seconds untii buildings between the object and Source made further observation 
impossible. Source could not recall into which direction the object moved, 

Source gave the following address of a man who may also have seen the object, 
as he was interned in the same PW camp. He was the former Pi Men, 


"sr, who was released at HERSFELD transit camp in Dec 1949, 
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An interrorator of this office stated to the writer of this renort that 
he read an article about the flyine object in a LS ne wsnaper in about Feb or 
Avr 1945, The article renorted on the sane object hich was sern br Allied 
pilots over Germany towards the end of World Wer Ii, They were observed in 
flight beside .erman airolanes, 

Both the interviewer and the assisting ATLO officer sereed thot the mar 
had seen sonething and that his statements should be taken to be relieble, 


esnecially as Source was rather serious about everything concerning this 


unknown object,
